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Sir, 

Introductory : 

It is with Ibeliiigs ol‘ pleasui’e as well as 
htiraility that I rise to present this, the lirst 
Budget ol‘ the Andhra State. 

2. Actually the budget of the year 1953-51 
was discussed by the Members of this House, 
barring a few of us, last March, when the 
proposals for the whole year w^ere placed before 
you in the Madras Legislatui'e although only 
a Vote on Account was taken to meet the 
expenditure for the firat six months of the 
year. Since then, under the Andhra State 
Act, the Governor of Madras has authorized 
expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of 
the State of Andhra for the period ending 
with January 3lst, 1954, pending the sanction 
of the expenditure by this Legislature and 
that is the reason why, although nearly three 
months are over, Budget iiroposals for the 
six months ending with the 31st March 1954 
are now placed before you. The Budget or 
the Statement of Revenue and Expenditure 
of the State for the period is submitted to 
the vote of this House now, except so much of

Some of the attendant 
ditlicuUie.s and handicaps were already dwelt 
upon in the tkts'cruorV Address last month; it 
would tliciclbi ‘0 be imnccessaiy for me to go 
into the details although it is imjiossible to 
forget tJiem or keep them out of view m 
considering the Budget now })lacv I before you 
for there is no branch of administration which 
has yet got out of the effects of Avliat happened 
in the course of the six months that preceded the 
actual date of paiiition. Institutions and 
personnel have been .split up. Sources of 
revenue and the direction of expenditui-e have 
likewise been affected ; but as there is no use 
in going over these adverse reactions, 1 shall 
not dilate on them. Moreover, they are 
matters of common knowledge to most of the 
Members here.

However, I cannot pass over without 
making a reference of my humble apprecia- 
tion to my two colleagues, Sri N. Sanjiva 
fieddi and Sri G. Latchanna, who in the 
deliberations preceding the inauguration, 
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stramert Hvory tiei'vc in i no uommictoe pveeiaeu 
over by Sri C. M. Trivedi, now the Governor 
of this State, to solve as many partition prob- 
lems as possible and for the smooth transition 
of the Government from the Composite State 
to ours, and also all mat ters eonnoeted with 
the inauguration of the State on the 1st of 
October 1953. Appreciation is also due to all 
the officers, including those now servmg in 
the Residuary State, who both during the time 
preceding the ]>artition and at the time of 
inauguration, did all their best to bring the 
State into being without any hitch, and accord- 
ing to the iirae-sched’ile fixed up. Likewise, is 
my warm appreciation for all the officers and 
staff, who, in .spite of difficult conditions of 
living are puttina their heart and soul in the 
work of the Government today. 

Members of this House have already had 
occasion, when the Governor delivered his 
Address on the opening of tliis session 
last month, to recapitulate the circumstances 
in which the Andhra State was born. Nearly 
three months are over since the birth of the 
State, but conditions have not yet settled down 
nor have the members had time to. concentrate 
on the urgent and essential }U'oblems that are 
facing the people of the State and waiting 
for the. undivided attention of the 
Legislature. But there seems to exist an 
historical necessity and inevitability behind 
the course of events that have happened since 
the new State began to function. I hope 
that that atmosphei'e will clear uji now, so 
that we can, all of us, put our heart and 
soul into this gi'eat and joint venture of build- 
ing up a new State and solve the problem of 
the fulfilment of the objectives for which it has 
been claimed and formed. 
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Seasonal conditions : 

3. The seasonal conditions ibis year bar© 
fortunately been good, much better than what 
they were during the last so many years. Fair 
and abundant crops naturally tend to reduce 
prices, but there is no evidence that the reduc- 
tion in prices has anywhere been such as to 
create real harm to the producers. The fall has 
just been of the measure to help to ease the 
position for the middle and lower income 
groups of consumers. People have everywhere 
been saying that the best augury for the future 
of the Andhra State is the synchronization of 
the constitution of the State with good rains 
and good crops. 

Revenue account : 

4. I now come to the figures of the Budget, 
The estimates for the Revenue Account are : —

Godavari floods : 

5. Before going into the details of the 
Budget, let me mention one occurrence which 
has affected the receipts as well as the 
expenditure, namely, the floods in the Godavari. 
Two districts (East Godavari and West Goda- 
vari) suffered great damage on account of the 
floods. There was extensive damage to houses 
and other property. A total sum of Rs. 18*83 
lakhs was sanctioned for reconstruction of the 
damaged huts at about Rs. 30 per hut. Loans 
weare also given for repair or reconstruction 
of houses damaged by floods. A total provision

of Rs. 20 lakhs has been. uia4e in the Cudgel foj 
this purpose, while a sum of Rs. 12'70 lakhs was 
disbursed till tlie end of November 1953. Certain 
other relief measures were also sanctioned. 
Compassionate gratuity was given to the 
families of a few persons who lost their lives 
in the floods. Loans were granted to culti- 
vators for the purchase of cattle to replace those 
lost in the floods, and subsidies lo weavers for 
tlie purchase of loom*- at its. 25 per loom sub- 
ject to a maxiimiiu of » wo looms fora family. 
Detailed azniotsh is being couduoted to asoer- 
tain the loss of c*ro]) due to floods in the two 
districts. Aftei the report based on the 
azmoish has been received, the question of 
remission or postponemeiil of Land Revenue 
vill be considered. Pi’ovision has been made 
on a laraev scale tJian usual for the giant of 
takkavi loans in the two districts. Ammonium 
sulphate and jonna seeds were sold at conces- 
sional rates. Besides, expenditure to the 
extent of Rs. 7 lakhs has been incurred on 
repairs to irrigation works damaged by the 
floods. As I'egards Rayalaseema, I am glad to 
say that on account of rains in October, the 
position has greatly improved. Gruel centres 
were continued in (tertain areas onty till the end 
of November. 

Revenue : 

0. [ shall now make a brief review of the 
revenue under the main heads. The principal 
heads of Revenue are the State’s share of 
Union Excises and Income-tax, I^iand Revenue, 
Forest, Stamps, Registration, Receipts under 
Motor Vehicles Acts and tho Comraerciai Taxes 
( comprising mainly proceeds of the Entertain- 
ment Tax, the Tobacco Tax, Receipts under 
Sale of Motor Spirit Taxation Act and General 
Sales Tax). Of the total revenue, 28'0 per cent 
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is ooniributpd by Lund i’evf'nii*' illoludin^^ 
portion due to irrigation, 16*4 per oait by t.be 
Oommereial Taxes and 13*7 jJer cent by the 
share of Income-tax allocated to this State by 
the Centre. The pattei-n of income has slightly 
changed from what it was in the Composite 
State. In the Composite State, Land Revenue 
formed about 14*0 per cent of the total 
Revenue ; it remains at the same percentage for 
the Residuary State. Rut it constitutes 28*0 per 
cent of the total in our State as stated above. 
So also Commercial Taxes which constituted 
about 25‘3 per cent of the Revenues of the 
Composite State, remain neai’ly at that figure 
in the Residuary State while tJiey form only 
16‘4 per cent of the Revenue in our State. 

Union Excise and Tncome-tax : 

7. With reference to the provisions of Article 
272 of the Constitution and the recommenda- 
tions of the Finance Commission, 40 per cent of 
the net proceeds of Union Excise duties on to- 
bacco, matches and vegetable products arc allo- 
cated to States on the basis of population. The 
share of the Composite Madras State in the divi- 
sible pool is 16‘44 per cent. Under paraaraph 7 
of the Seventh Schedule to the Andlira State 
Act, 36 per cent of the Composite State's share 
will be assigned to Andhra. As regards Income- 
tax, on the basis of Article 270 of the CoJistitu- 
tion and the recommendations of the Finance 
Commission, 55 per cent of the net proceeds 
of taxes on income other than Agricultural 
income are allocated to States. The share of 
the Composite Madras State is 15] ])er cent of 
the pool ; Andhra will get 36 per craxt of this 
share with reference to paragraph 7 of the 
Seventh Schedule of the Andhra State Act. 
For the second half of the current year, the 
receipts of the Andhra State under the two 
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heads will be UO pe. cent of one hdll of tJio 
amount payable to the Composite State. 

Land Revenue : 

8. Under Laud Revenue, remissions bav^'o 
been sanctioned to the extent oi' Rs. 8‘'JC lakhs 
in Anantapur, Oiiddapah, ^ilnrnool and Nellore 
districts on account of the scavoity conditions 
that prevailed there. Including this and the 
probable remis&ion in East an.d Vrest Godavari 
districts, a total sum of Rs. oo lakhs has been 
allowed for iit the Budget As already stated, 
the question of the j'cini'siou to he granted in 
East and tV'e.%t Godavari districts vsiil be con- 
sidered after the report on azmoish has been 
received. 

State Excise Duties (Prohibition) : 

9. I can well see that members are anxious 
to know what this Govermnent propos<‘ to do 
with Prohibition. In deference to the various 
views expressed from time to time on its 
working, the Govermnent have <lecidecl to 
appoint a Committee to go into the whole ques- 
tion and to report in time for implementing the 
reoommondatious in the coming Budget for 
1954-55. 

Commercial Taxes : 

10. Next to Land Revenue, the Comjnercial 
Taxes are our biggest source of Revenue, 
Therefore, the Govermnont are strengthening 
the department and taking stejjs to make the 
collection-side more effective. There is also 
the vexed question of single-point, or multi- 
point tax. A sister state has adopted a 
third course, namely, a two-point basis. An 
examination of the question reveals that no 
one system is by itself perfect and the 
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tax-payer as well as the tax-gatherer must 
responsive to changing situations and make 
adjustments, when , such situations stabilize 
themselves at a particular stage. The Govern- 
ment are examining the whole question now. 

The estimate under General Sales-Tax ” 
has been prepared with due regard to the 
possible elFect of the operation of Article 280 
of the Constitution on the collections. The 
estimate of receipts under Tobacco Taxation 
Act has been fixed on a rough ba.sis in tlm 
absence of any reliable data. 

Forest : 

11. The revenue under fc'oi-esl is not appre- 
ciable. A limited quantity of sandalwood 
occurs in the Palanianer Plateau in the Chittoor 
district. The principal species of timber avail- 
able are sal in Visakhapatnam Agency and 
teak in the Godavari Agency and tlie Nallama- 
lais. Besides, there are some bamboo forests 
and oasuarina plantations. 

Grants from tbe Central Government : 

12. Credit has been taken for the following 
grants from the Central Government : — 

Grants for Grow More Pood Bcheraes 
and Community Develojiment Projects 
(Rs. 25-00 lakhs). 

Grants li-om the. Handloom Cess Jb’und for 
the relief of Weavers {Rs. 19-50 lakhs). 

Grants under Article 275 of the (Constitu- 
tion for the betterment of scliodulod tiibee 
(Es. 8*6 lakhs) and Grants for “Bocal Develop- 
ment Works ” (Rs. 7*38 lakhs). 



The term “ Local Development Works” is m- 
lended to cover schemes which have their origin 
in the people themselves working through 
voluntary associations. Village Panohayats, 
etc. The basic idea is to stimulate the enthu- 
siasm of the jjeople for the Five-Year Plan 
througli local schemes for the execution of 
which they will be prepared to contribute 
either in cash or in kind (by supply of materials) 
or through voluntary labour. Works coming 
under this category are drinking water-supply 
schemes, schemes for improvement of agricul- 
ture, rural sanitation, school or dispensary 
buildings, construction of village roads, etc. 

Expenditure on Revenue Account : 

13. Let me take the Expenditure heads 
now. 1 shall only refer to some of the impor- 
tant ones. On the expenditure side, Educa- 
tion accounts for 17*8 per cent, which is nearly 
the same in the Residuary State, Genera! 
Administration 11*6 per cent, which also 
is nearly the same in the State of Madras, 
Inigation including intejvst on Capital Outlay 
10*7 per cent, and Buildings and Roads 
8*9 per cent. 

General Administration : 

14. Provision has been made for the salai-y 
and the ailowan<‘es of the Governor in accor- 
dance witJi the President’s Order issued in 
September 1933. Effect has been given in the 
estimates to the voluntary surrender of 
Rs. 1,260 per mensem made by the Governor 
in his 'salary. I am sure the House will join 
with me in placing on record our sense of 
appreciation of this generous gesture of 
the Governor.

Jails : 

f(i. Under .section 50 of the Andhra State 
Act, cej'tain jails and l>oi-»ial seliools in the 
States of .Madras <uid .Mysore' are allowed 
to he used foi- tla retention of persons .sen tcueed 
!>y Gourts in Andhra. The term.s and eonditioius 
have yet to he settled with tlu' Governments 
coneeiaiod. There are uvej* two thousand 
pri.soners from the AndJira area eonlined in jails 
and Borstal and certified schools of other Stales, 
IVndhifi settlement of (he teims, provision h.ns 
lontathely been made on an appro-viinale bids 
for the payineni to other !3lnte.s ol the maiiin*- 
nauee charg<*s oi' these prisfuicrs. 

Government arc considering proposals to 
make the Andhra Hiate self-Aulfiel'iit in the 
matter of Jails inelnding pnn Ision ol a tuher- 
eulosife hos]>itai for admitting prisoiiei-s and also 
to .start industries lik<* (iotton .spmnim£ and 
weaving, woollen .spinning and Heaving, 
leather industry and ir<ai and alhuniuium 
works. 

Bdueation : 

17. A sum of Hs. 25.’v58 lakhs has been 
provided under Eduuation im-hiding Hs. lo'H? 
lakhs, Bs. 22'89 lakhs and Hs. 168*07 lakh.s, 
respeotiveiy, for. University, Secondary and 
Memeatary Education. 



Andlira University: 

The Government are aware o£ the difficulty 
to which the Andhra University lias been put 
on account of the abolition of Zamindaries in 
Orissa, and the annual contribution due from 
the Maharajah of Jeypoie not having bw*n 
]>ald to the University. 

The Govei’nment are al^o tmxious to 5<et the 
Colleges in the districts of Anantapur, TCuriua)!, 
Cnddapah and Ohittoor affiliated to the Andlira 
University. The Andhra Univ(‘raity have 
assured us that, on such (-(‘-affiliation, it would 
do its best to piomotc higher education in these 
districts, so that the students do not suffer in 
any way. The Madras University will then be 
requested to dis-affiliate the Colleges in favour 
of the Audhra XTniversity. 

[ii the circumstances, the Vice-Chancellor 
has pleaded that thestatnloiy gi-ant be increa- 
sed by a lakh of rupees. We are examining 
the quest ion, and we hope to l)e able to a (‘cede 
to the request before the year ends. 

At this stage I might make mention of the 
modified Elementary Education Scheme. Wt‘ 
have now before us the n^port of the Expert 
Committee appoiuted by the Government of 
the Composite State. They have said “ Onr 
final thoughts on the out-of-school progiamme 
aw that it is a good programme, that it adds a 
unique feature to the shift system but equally 
that it requires givater care than is contem- 
plated in the modified scheme”. The Comjmitt<Je 
have made several recommendations which are 
now being examined by the (h)vemment. T 
can only say now that the Government will do 
what is best for the pupils and what serves 
best the cause of Elementary Ednoal<iou in the 
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State and will have no sentiment in making 
alterations in this or any other scheme to serve 
the purpose. 

Medical and Putlie Healtb : 

18. Coming to Medical and Public Health, 
we have only one Medical College and one well- 
equipped Hospital in the State and they are at 
Visakhapatnam. In other districts, besides the 
headquarters hospitals, some local fund 
hospitals and dispensaries are being taken over 
by the Government and developed. Rural 
dispensaries are also being opened in new places 
gradually year by year. Expansion of medical 
services, like all other services, is subject to the 
limitations of finance. Of the 35 municipalities 
in the Andhra State, 18 have protected water- 
supply, but the supply is not sufficient in some 
of them. Four municipalities have partial 
drainage schemes. According to the present 
policy of the Government, municipalities should 
first execute water-supply and drainage schemes 
by raising loans from the Government or in the 
open market. In cases where such loans are 
not adequate and the munioipalities have no 
other resources, grants are given to the extent 
necessary to finance the schemes. 

Agrienttore : 

19. Seventeen million acres of land in Andhra 
State are now sown with crops. Of this, only 
about 5 million acres arc irrigated by river, well 
and tank water. The Government will soon take 
steps to see how much of the cultivable wa8t<‘ 
shown in the accounts usually is easily available 
fox men of ordinary means to bring under the 
plough. The Government are also considering 
other proposals to relieve the land hunger and 
as soon as the proposals are ready, they will b<^ 
placed before this House for consideration.

There is need for improvement and extension 
of irrigation. Under the Intensive Manuring 
Schemes, loans amounting to Rs. 98 lakhs Avero 
disbursed to end of October. A ^um of Rs. 3‘35 
lakhs was expected to be disbursed in Novem- 
ber. Proposals foj' the disbursement of a 
further sum of Rs. 20 lakhs for the second 
crop season are under consideration. 

The New Food Policy ; 

20. Ever since the formation of our ncAv 
State,''the Government have been concerned to 
bring about a revision of the existing system of 
procurement and distribution of foodgrains and 
to adopt a new policy which Avould best subserve 
the food economy of our State. The Andhra 
Government have been alive to the obligation 
devolving on them as a surplus State, to comply 
with the requirements of the general Food 
Policy and Plan of the Government of India in 
general and to make available customary sup. 
plies to the Madras State in particular. 

The existing zonal ..system under which the 
surplus districts of the Andhra State have been 
lacked on to the deficit districts of the Madras 
State so as to constitute a zone within which 
free movement is allowed, will be abolished ; 
the Andhra State will bo henceforth treated as 
one unit. 

Within the State there will be no restrictions 
on the movement and price of paddy and rice. 
The farmers will be free to sell theii* produce 
anywhere in the State in whatever quantity 
they like and at whatever price they may be 
able to secure. While thus allowing the farmers 
complete freedom oi' movement and trade in 
paddy and rice, the Government at the same 
time consider it necessary to ensure that they 
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get a fair and reasonable price for their 
produce. In view of the downward trend in 
the price of paddy and rice noticed in recent 
weeks, the Government have decided to appoint 
procuring agents in all the surplus aieas who 
will purchase paddy from the farmeis wishing 
to sell their stocks at the controlled piociue- 
ment rates. 

All stocks which will be procured through 
the agency of the piocuriiig agents will lx* 
exported outside the State. The Govei iiraeut 
propose to export one lakh tons ol rice eadi 
to the Ti avancore-Ooehiii and Madras Govei n- 
ments on Governtnent-to-Govoriiment basis 
and another lakh tons to the open market in 
the Madras State through the agency of piivat<‘ 
dealers who will be appointed by tender. Any 
stocks which may be procured over and above 
the aforesaid three-lakh tons will be held on 
behalf of the Government of India for export 
to such states as may be nominated by them. 
No other exports for purposes of tiade will be 
allowed. 

In the formulation of our policy, wo have 
been guided by two considerations j firstly, that 
sister States in need of rice shonUl hayc tho 
benefit of the surpluses in our State, and 
secondly, the price secured must enable (his 
State to raaintam the necessary administrative 
machineiy for procurement and ox pox t on tho 
scale envisaged under the schi'rao. Any result- 
ant savings* will be utilized (oi stimulating 
food production in the State and for larger 
supplies to other States. 

Co-operation 

21. The three apex Oo-oporative Inatltu, 
ticni in the State arc tho State Co-operative 



Utuilv, tlK‘ Hta-tc* (Jcjitidl Laud Moiigage Bank 
aiid the State Haudloom (Jo-opeiative Society. 
Tn ordei to enable the State Central Land 
Moitgage Bank to provide credit tor laud 
development, Ckiveinment have guaiantecd the 
repayment ot ^nmcipal and the payment of 
inteie&t in I’e&pect of the Banlv’s debentures to 
the extent of Rs. 4^ cioies including deben- 
tuies alieady in cii culation and allotted to it 
when the Composite Bank nas bifurcated. 
I’lie Covoruinent have also])io\ ided temporal y 
aceommodation to the Bank, m oider to enable 
ittopiovide cieibt lacilities to agiicultuiifets 
till funds au' laused by the Bank thioiigh 
debeutuies. A sum ot Bs. 27 lakhs has beim 
provided in the budget lor this puipose. 

Relief to Handloom Weavers : 

22. The Government ot India oiiginally 
allotted to this State a sum of Rs. 36'96 lakhw 
out of about Rs. 125 lakhs allotted to the 
Composite State of Madras from the Handloom 
Cess Fund for schemes foi the encouiagement 
of the handloom industry. A further sum of 
Rs. 7*39 lakhs is expected out of an additional 
sum of Rs. 23 lakhs allotted to the Composite 
State. These sums will be spent on schemes 
which aim at (a) brmging new weavers withm 
the co-operative field, (6) the expansion of the 
oi-ganization of the State Handloom Weavers’ 
Co-operative Society for internal marketing, 
(c) propaganda for the sale of handloom oioth 
research for improvement m designs and better 
technique and (d) subsidy for cushioning to 
sales of handloom cloth. The Government 
have atoo directed the opening of gruel centres 
in areas where there is a large number of 
weavers in distress for want of employment. 
These gruel centres will function for the present 
till to end of December 1953. 
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Welfare of Harijans and Scheduled Tribes : 

23. Schemes foi’ the amelioration of the 
Harijans and Scheduled Tribes ai*e going apace. 
The Government would also create a special 
Fund for the purpose next year and step up 
the progress. Some of the recommendations 
of the Malayappan Committee in this connec- 
tion have been implemented ; for examijlo, 
provision of drinking-water wells, development 
of fisheries, training in cottage industries, 
improvement of cattle wealth, recognition ol' 
hostels, making boarding grants, extension of 
Women’s Welfare Department’s activities, aiiii- 
malarial operations, free suppl 3 ' ol‘ vegetable 
seeds to hillmen, establishment of tractor 
stations and of seed banks in some are<is, 
employment of additional touring Vetm'inar v 
Assistant Surgeons, and similar matters. The 
other recommendations are under examination ; 
as and when decisions are taken, they will be 
implemented. 

Highways : 

24. A sum of Hs. lOO'Hl lakhs has been 
provided for expenditure on Highway’s, includ- 
ing Rs. i8‘52 lakhs for original works and 
Rs. 65‘28 lakhs for repairs. 

Famius Relief Fund : 

25. The Madras Kamine Relief Fund 
Act, 1936, has been adapted for this fcjtati*, and 
it is pi’oposed to build up a fund of lis. 60 lakhn 
by annual contribution of Rs. 5 lakhs. Provision 
has been made in the Budget for a contribution 
of Rs. 6 lakhs to the Fund in the cuii’ent year 
to start with. If funds are I'oquired for 
expenditure on famine relief in excess of the 
amount available in the Famine Belief Fund» 
the required amount will be found &om 
revenues. 
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Crovenunent Press : 

20. A small nucleus Press has been started 
ill Kuniool and the Andhra Gazette is being 
lirinted h(‘ro. \Tith the limited machineiy and 
types available, this Press is unable to take up 
other work such as printing the Budget, Legis- 
lative Assembly Proceedings, etc. Proposals are 
under consideration for getting more machines 
from Madras Goveinmeni Press, and also for 
purchasing new machmes. It is hoped that by 
the middle ol 1954-55 it will be jxissible to 
build up the Press to an extent that will meet 
the full requirements of the State. 

Contingency Fund : 

27. With reference to the provisions of 
Article 267 of the Constitution, a Contingency 
Fund has been established with a sum of Rs. 40 
lakhs to start with. 

Community Development Projects and National Extension 
Service : 

28. The Planning Commission has observed 
that community development is the method 
and rural extension the agency through which 
the Five-Yoai' Plan seeks to initiate a process 
of transformation of the social and economic 
life of the villages. The Community Develop- 
ment Programme imposes financial obligations 
on the Centre as well as on State Governments. 
The proportions which have been fixed are 75 
per cent for the Centre and 25 per cent for the 
State in respect of non-reourring expenditure, 
and 60 per cent each for Centre and States in 
respect of recurring expenditure. Loans for 
self-financing schemes will be given by the 
Central Government. The entire expenditure 
is expected to be borne by tlie State Govern- 
ment aftei the third year. Two Community 
Development Projects are now working in the

Aiidhiu State, one iu the Jv.urnoul-< 'uddapalj 
Canal area and tlie other in tlu- Eftst (iodavari 
district. They have been ia o])ei‘atiou from 
October 1952. Some time was lost in the 
recruitment and training of personnel and otlnn* 
organizational mattei's. Good progress has, 
however, been made in the lields of health, 
raral sanitation, eommunioations ami nriga- 
tion. Public j espouse has I)een sat istactoiy. 
It is hoped that tlic progres'4 in the <'urrent year 
will be more rapid. sum of Rs. 2d'(i9 lakhs 
has been provided in the budget for the gross 
expenditure on account of the two projects. 
The question of starting Community P?'oject 
works in two more blocks is under ti»o conskle- 
j’ation of the Covermnent. A proposal to opoji 
20 National JExteusion Service blocks is also 
under the consideration of the Government. 
The Govermnent of India suggested the open- 
ing of 22 blocks in the State in tho cuiTcut year. 
This Government propose to add 1 blocks more 
and make them 2(). 1’lie scheme is pinposod to 
be worked in areas where rm*ai welfare work is 
already being done, so that duplication of staff 
and other expenditui'e may be avoided. 

Grants-in-aid, etc,, to Iioeal Bodies : 

29. tkants are given to local bodies for 
various purposes such as maintenance of 
schools, hospitals, matomily .ind child weltarc 
centres, water-supply and drainage schemes, 
roads, etc. A statement is annexed showing 
the provision made in tho Budget for assistauee 
to local bodies in \-arious forms (Aimoxure 1). 

Rellg^oas and CbaritaUe Endowments : 

30. Members are aware that suine provisions 
of the Hindu Religions and Charitable Endow- 
ments Act have been declared invalid by tho 
Supreme Court. The Government, while they 
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do not resent it in any manner, must also draw 
the attention of the House to the fact, that 
they have a duty to control the secular ^de of 
the administration of all institutions which are 
maintained by public charities and endowments 
and are considering the steps to be taken in 
furtherance of that object. The Government 
arc also considering the steps to be taken to 
bring all the f/haritable Endowments under the 
operation of the Act. These steps are essential 
not merely to puiify the institutions and their 
administration but they are also essentia! to 
restore man's faith in moral laws and renew 
honest standards of public service. 

Revenue Deficit : 

31. The deficit anticipated in the Budget is 
about half a erore of rupees. As this Budget 
is not a full year’s Budget and as it consists 
mostly of ratifying expenditure already 
incurred, the problem of filling up the gap 
between current revenues and expenditure 
is not placed before this House now, but mem- 
bers will have before them the proposals of the 
Government when the Budget for next year is 
presented. 

Capital Expendituie— > 

Irrigation Projects : 

32. The bulk of the Capital expenditure falls 
under Irrigation and Electricity schemes 
Under irrigation, the main schemes provided 
for are the Tungabhadra Project, Romperu 
Drainage Project, the Upper Pennar Project, 
the Bhairavanitippa Project, the Rallapad Pro- 
ject, Improvements to the Godavari flood 
bank and Construction of regulator-cttw-bridge 
aorofi® the Krishna. The last two are new 
schemes. It is proposed to start work on them 
in the current year in view of their extreme 
urgency. Provision has also been made for the 
tank improvement schemes on the usual scale. 
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The Eomperu Drainage and the Eallapad Pro- 
jectH are expected to be completed in 1954 and 
will benefit 21,000 acres of land. The Upper 
Pennar Project and the Bhairavanitippa Project 
will irrigate 14,000 acres and the former will be 
completed in 1965. The Tungabhadra Low 
Level Canal Project is an Inter-State Project in 
which the interests of Andhra, Hyderabad and 
M3^ore are involved. The construction of 1h<! 
dam is almost completed and the mannfactUT'(* 
of the gates foi- sluices and shutters for the 
overflow section has been taken uj). The Low 
Level Canal with all necessary works has been 
completed up to mile 173 and works below this 
point are in progress. In the Andlira area, the 
scheme will bring under irrigation a total 
extent of 168,000 acres in the Kurnool flistriot. 

Improvements to the* Godavari flood 
bank and the construction of a regulator-c?tm« 
bridge on the Krishna are schemes for maintain- 
ing existing works in propej- repair and 
ensuring the continuous production of food 
stuffs in the Godavari and Krishna deltas^ 
The schemes have been sanctioned by the 
Government. Pending consideration by the 
Planning Commission, the Government have 
issued orders for commencement of work on 
both. The Government of India have been 
requested to assist this State with a loan to 
meet the expenditure on the schemes. 

Electricity schemes : 

33. Under Electricity, the important 
schemes for which provision has been made are 
theMachkund and Tungabhadra Hydro-Electric 
Schemes, the Nellore Thermal Scheme and the 
scheme for the supply of power to Ohittoor. 

The Maohkund Hydro-Electric Scheme w 
expetfted to go into operation by the middle 
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of 1965 and bring in Hydro-Electric power to 
the extent of 24,000 K. W. for the Andhra State. 
The estimated cost of the project is R.s. 23*19 
crores (i.e., Es. 13*57 crores for the generating 
station and headworks and Rs. 9*62 erores for 
the transmission lines and .sub-stations). About 
Es. 12*07 erores ha \'0 already been spent up to 
the end of the September 1963. The 3 32 K.V. 
Transmission lines for taking the power from 
Machkund are expected to bo completed by the 
end of 1953 and the connected sub-stations by 
the end of 1954. 

The Tungabhadra Hydro-Electric Scheme 
is a subsidiary part of the main irrigation 
project. Since the 1st October 1953, the project 
has come under the control of the Tungabhadra 
Board set up iinder an order of the President. 
All the civil works connected with the dam-site 
])Owerhouse are in progress and are likely to be 
completed by the end of 1966. The investiga- 
tions connected with the canal site powerhouse 
are under way. Both the powerhouses arc 
expected to go into commission in 1957 
bringing in hydro-electric power to the extent 
of about 51,000 K.W. for the benefit of the 
Andhra State. Transmission lines and sub- 
stations are under erection and are expected to 
be ready well in time to receive the power 
generated. 

Building schemes : 

34. Under buildings, a total provision of 
Rs. 29| lakhs has been made in the Budget for 
three new works, namely, construction of 
quarters for government servants, mostiiy 
non-gazetted (Rs. 25 lakhs), construction of a 
central office building (Rs. 3 lakhs) and 
oonstruotion of State Guest House (Rs. 1*50 
lakhs) in Kumoob As Honourable Members 
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are aware, Governmeut servants of the Secre- 
tariat and other offices at Knrnool are living in 
tents. It is essential to provide them with 
quarters before the hot season sets in. Five 
hundred quarters are proposed to bo construct- 
ed at a total cost of Rs. 42 lakhs. Thrai 
hundred and fifty quarters arc expected to be 
ready by the end of March 1954 and the rest 
by the end of May 1954. There is also urgent 
need for a central office building as the Secre- 
tariat Offices are now scattered in r(*ur 
different buildings. The estimated cost of the 
building is Rs. 5’7 lakhs. The need for a State 
Guest House with modern amenities is also 
keenly felt. Apart from new building schemes, 
provision has been made for some schemes 
which are already in progress, namely, construc- 
tion of bmldings for the Government College 
atCuddapah, the Headquarters Hospital at 
Eluru, King George Hospital at Visakhapatnam 
and the Medical College at Guntur. 

Compensation to landbolders, etc., on the abolition of the 
zamindati system : 

35. A sum of Rs. 8 lakhs has been provided 
for advance compensation (Rs. 4’60 lakhs) and 
for interim payments (Rs. 3*60 lakhs) inTMpecfc 
of all types of estates (zamindari, under- 
tenure, and inam estates), which have been 
notified and taken over by the Government in 
the Andhra area. 

Loans and Advances : 

36, As already stated, loans are being given 
• to the victims of the floods in the Godavari for 

the reconstruction of houses and also for the ■ 
purchase of cattle, manure, seeds, looms, etc. 

A provision of Rs. 20 lakhs has been made for 
loans to house-building co-operative societies. 

A sum of Rs. 17*60 lakhs has been providetl for 
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loans to weaveis’ oo-operative societies, out 
of the amount placed by the Government of 
India at oui* disposal fiom the proceeds of the 
Handloom Cess Fund. Under water-supply 
and drainage schemes, provision has been 
made for loans to the Municipalities of 
Kaldnada (Rs. 3*G0 lakhs), Ohittoor (Rs. 2*04 
lakhs), Kunrool (Rs. 1*70 lakhs), and Visakha- 
patnam (Rs. 41,000). 

Ways and Means : 

37. The total pj'ovisiou made for Cajutal 
ox]jenditure and disbursements of loans and 
advances is Rs. 711*26 lakhs. Adding the 
Revenue deficit, the total amount to be found 
is Rs. 762*83 lakhs. As against this, the re- 
sources available amount only to Rs, 380*40 
lakhs nrade up of this Government’s share of 
the loan floated in the open market by the 
Madras Government in July 1953 (Rs. 245 
lakhs), the Government of India loan from the 
Handloom Cess Fund (Rs. 17*50 lakhs) and 
lucovories of loans and advances given pre- 
viously to agriculturists, local bodies, etc. 
(Rs. 117*90 lakhs). There is thus a ^p of 
about Rs. 382 lakhs between the requirements 
and the resources. The Government of India 
have been addressed for a loan of Rs. 375 lakhs 
to cover this gap. I may point out that, 
except for a deficit of Rs. 61 lakhs, loan money 
will be spent only on irrigation, electricity and 
building schemes and on other Capital expen- 
diture, according to the accepted principles of 
financing Capital expenditure. 

Five-Year Flan ; 

38. A tentative break up of the Composite 
Five-Year Flan has been worked out and the 
estimated cost of the portion of the plan rela- 
ting to the Andhra State amounts to about 
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51 crores. Of thiK, a sum of lls. 27‘(X) 
crores covers irrigation and electricity projecstH 
such as Tungablxadra, Machkund, etc. I’Ik* 
balance of about Rs. 24'<)d croro-s is to be .s[»oiit 
on Agricultural scliomes and Rural Ue\ olop- 
luent, Social Services including industry and 
Transi>ort. The formation of licw roads, th<* 
construction of new bridges, the opening of 
new hospitals and schools, sinking (*f now 
public wells, and the supply of inanur<‘ and 
seeds to agriculturists are all included in the 
plan. Two and half years out of the jau-iod 
covered by the plan have elapsed. As far as 
the execution of the plan is conceruetl, the pro- 
gress may be described as satisfactory. Rosults 
have not, however, accrued juoportiouately, 
as the major works on the Capital side are htiil 
under execution, and it will take some time for 
their benefits to accrue. For the year 1953-54, 
a provision of about Rs. 6| crores lias bt«n 
made for 8chem«'s debitable to Capital Heads 
and of Rs. 2| crores for schemes debitablo to tlie 
Revenue Account. A statement giving details 
of the schemes is aimexed (Annexure Tf). 

The Government have also taken up with 
the Planning Commission the question of inclu- 
ding some moi'e irrigation projects in the Five- 
Year Plan. The State is likely to receive finan- 
cial aid from the Centre to the extent of 5 crores 
ot rupees for financing medium irrigation ])ro- 
jeots particularly in the scarcity areas. 

Honourable Members will appreciate that 
there is a very large gap between the ainount 
required for implementing the s<-hemes 
included in the Plan and the resoui’ces available. 
A large measure of Central assistance has 
already been drawn for financing the irrigation 
and power projects so far. W'hilo tiie Centre 
may be good enough to extend some more 
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assistance to our new State, we must ourselves 
face the responsibility of finding the necessary 
resources in a large measure. 

Tbe great task before us : 

39. The foregoing brief survey is enough to 
show that there is urgent need for development 
in various directions. The difficulty is essen- 
tially one of finance. It will be in conformity 
with the principles of sound finance to rely on 
borrowed funds for Capital expenditure on irri- 
gation, electricity and other schemes which will 
pioduce assets of a permanent character and 
the return from which (together with indirect 
benefits) will enable us to meet the charges on 
account of interest on the loans. But, for the 
improvement of social services such as educa- 
tion, medical relief, etc., we have to find addi- 
tional resources on the Revenue side. 

Apart from new irrigation schemes proposed 
to be included in the first and second Five-Year 
Flans, the works which are now m progress 
require Bs. 7 crores for completion. A further 
sum of Rs. 18 crores is required to complete tbe 
electricity projects in progress. 

In the matter of education, medical and 
public health the long neglect in the past and 
the present demand to bring them up to the 
level of advanced States have made the pro- 
blem of progress so enormous that it is very 
much beyond the resources of thfe State to 
provide for aU the demands aU at once. It has 
been estimated that the completion of the 
Quntur Medical College and hospitals schemas, 
the up-grading of the district headquarters 
hospitak and the taking over of all the local 
fund hc»pitals would cost the State nearly 
6 orores of rupees, while on the public health 



side the figures are even more staggering. 
Urban and major panohayat water-supply and 
and drainage schemes, and underground 
sewage s37stems alone would cost Rs. 55 ororea 
on a rough basis at the level of the present 
estimates, even to bring the provision to the 
minimum accepted standards. The completion 
of the building and equipment programme for 
the Engineering Colleges and the development 
of primary, basic, adult, technical, \ocational 
and University education also take us to a 
figure of equal magnitude. 

Members know that the resources of this 
State amount to only a little more than 20 
orores a year and we aro starting with a deficit 
budget and a Public Debt which, in all probabi- 
lity, will be about 120 to 125 per cent of the 
yearly income. Such is the magnitude of the 
problem and such are the resources. Let ns 
approach the great task before us with a spirit 
of determination to strive and achieve. Wo 
need not despair ; for the wealth of a people 
consists not merely of rupees, annas and pies, 
but in their determination and their ability to 
exploit available resources to the best advan- 
tage. In this respect, the people of our State 
will, T am sure, prove themselves S(“cond 
none. 

40. I take this opportunity to place on 
record our thanks to Sri V. K. Rao, Finance 
Seoretar 3 ', for the care and industry which he 
bias put into the work and also to the Deputy 
Secretary, Sri T. E. Voeraraghava<-hari, and 
officers and staff of the Finance Department, 
who have, in spite of the unprecedented 
handicaps inherent in the situation, put in 
their best efforts, for the expeditious propara- 
tfpn of the Budget, 



41. I need not repeat the limitations under 
which this budget has been prepared. I need 
not also say that by the time we pass the 
Appropriation Act, nearly 3^ months out of the 
6 months for which we pass this Budget will 
have passed. Besides, even in ordinary times 
in an establislied State, two months, even if 
they ai‘e peaceful, are not enoiigh to prepare a 
Budget with any special feature; what then 
shall wc say of a new State ? Not merely this, 
the amounts at the disposal of the Government 
are those which aie not of their choice but are 
what have been authorized by dividing the 
Composite Suite’s allotments which were based 
upon i)oIicies pursued by that Government for 
some years. It is t asy, therefore, to realize 
that this Government has veiy little to choose 
or to alter on this occasion. Add to this, the 
want of several relevant i*ecords and conditions 
created thereby which are so well known to 
most of the Members, and yon will be able to 
realise the difficulty of the task. I would, 
therefore, request you to bring into relief the 
essentials, and concentrate your deliberations 
on those, leaving out matters which lead to 
fruitless controversies without enabling the 
Oovenimeni to })lan and execute schemes of 
progress and welfare. Enlightened opinion in 
the State requires of us a spirit of mutual 
adjustment and of self-sacrifice, ])lacing service 
above self. Let me hope and fervently pray 
that as a result of the <leliberations on this 
Budget, we will all be able to lay the founda- 
tions of a State of which not only we 
but the generations coming after us will be 
proud. I have done. 

42. Sir, my thanks are due to you and to 
the House for the attention and patience with 
which my address has been followed.
